We owe much 
to Germany, and no Evangelical Christian 
can think of the part the nation played 
in the great Reformation movement and 
remain ungrateful to her and to the work 
she has done for scriptural Christianity. 
Many men whose names are household 
words in England and have 
published a manifesto appealing to Evan- 
gelical Christians abroad for sympathetic 
comprehension of the motives that forced 
Germany to go to war, and for condem- 
nation of those who forced her to draw the 
sword. We have read and re-read the 
manifesto, which we believe to be an 
honest expression of conviction formed on 
such evidence as has had weight with its 
compilers. We do not hold Germany to be 
“ guiltless of the fratricidal war in which 
the Christian people of Europe are about to 
rend one another.” We are only too well 
aware of the awful consequences of this 
strife which will be seen on the Mission 
Field, and we too sadly see the danger of 
an incurable rent in Teutonic Christianity. 
These and many other cognate evils rise 
before our mind as we think of what has 
been, what is, and what will be, and it is 
our duty to lay down in simple and clear 
language our strong convictions—founded 
upon irrefragable evidence—on the causes 
that have led to this lamentable struggle 
of the nations.

she was bound, and to defend and deliver 
those whom she saw were about to be 
downtrodden and crushed by the arbitrary 
will of a strong and overmastering Power. 
But notwithstanding the conviction that 
our efforts are justified, we, who serve the 
Lord Jesus Christ as the Prince of Peace, 
must ever yearn with unspeakable longing — 
and express that longing by ceaseless prayer 
to see a speedy conclusion of war, and to 
substitute for it a Mission of Love. 

For this we should humbly be pleading 
before God ,and—notwithstanding the words 
of a German paper, “Our enemies profane 


God and commit blasphemy when they 


pray to the Lord to bless their arms — we 


would eatnestly exhort every Member of 
the World's. Evangelical Alliance to be 
ceaselessly pleading. with the Almighty to 
bless the, efforts of ourselves and our 
Allies, in seeking to overthrow, and to 
remove once and for ever, (1) the spirit 
of Militarism, (2) the painful Infidelity, 


and (3) the advocacy of Force (as against 
all principles of humanity) which have 
for the last forty or fifty years been 
gradually dominating the German race, 
through the writings and teachings of its 
greatest authorities, both in philosophy and 
irreligion. .

The 
attack was, however, successful, and it may be 
said that when he died there was practically 
no Modernists within the Roman priest- 
hood. It may be added that the number of 
Modernists among those who are nominally 
Roman Catholics has greatly increased, arid 
it is questionable whether any good that 
has been done by the Encyclical has not 
been undone by the methods it put in 
operation.

HINTS ON LOCAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


1. The Week of Prayer is annually observed throughout the first complete week 
(commencing with Sunday) of each new year. This arrangement is universal. 

2. It has now been organised under the auspices of the World's Evangelical Alliance 
for sixty-eight years (since 1846), without a break. Even where a local branch of the

3. It is important that ail local Clergy, Ministers, and Christian leaders should 
be communicated with regarding the arrangements, and receive advance copies of the 
universal Programme. Copies for this purpose can be obtained gratis and post free 
from the General Secretary, World's Evangelical Alliance (British Organisation), 
19, Russell Square, London, W.C., England. 

4. If possible, a local Hall should be secured for the daily meetings where 
Christians of ali Churches can and will meet as in the spirit of the precept, “ Ve are 
all one in Christ Jesus,” without sacrifice of denominational convictions, but in the 
earnest desire and purpose to exhibit love and charity towards their neighbours and 
to share in united Prayer and Intercession. 

5. Order sufficient copies of the small edition of the universal Programme so as to 
enable them to be freely distributed in, or at, local Churches on the Sunday preceding 
the Week of Prayer. By this means those attending the meetings come prepared 
intelligently to share in the daily topics for Intercession. Many also who might be 
unable to attending evening or other meetings thus have the privilege of joining in the 
universal concert of prayer in their own homes (the topics should prove a stimulus 
and aid to family worship). All successful meetings depend largely upon wide publicity 
and thorough organisation. If you need advice or help, apply to the General Secretary 
at the above address. 

6. The meetings (as a rule) should last one hour, commencing and ending punctually. 
If there is an address, it should be on the daily subjects and should be strictly limited to 
fifteen minutes. The largest possible amount of time should be spent in prayer, both silent 
and audible. Discourage long prayers, and encourage short, pointed petitions, following 
the universal topics. Let everything be hearty. Choose bright and suitable hymns (the 
new Alliance Hymn Book, price Id., has been compiled to meet the special requirements 
of the Week of Prayer and other united meetings. Write for a specimen copy). 

7. Thankofferings for local expenses are usually taken at the doors after each meet- 
ing (formal seat to seat collections, except in special circumstances, are apt to discourage 
attendances). The balance from these thankofferings or collections (after meeting necessary 
local expenses) is forwarded to the London Headquarters towards the Home and Foreign 
work of the World's Evangelical Alliance. If this is distinctly stated at the meetings the 
offerings are usually willing and liberal. At the present time the Alliance greatly needs 
such help.
